Tar Fenlan Brotherhood had a grand meeting
in front of the Stale House last evening. ‘| here
was a great deal of enthusinem, of conrae, an
there always Is in & promls:uous crowd of
people who are excited by musie and torches
and bonners, and noisy declarations about
liberty, and all that. O'Mamoxy was on
hand, and made a speech full of warm iavooa-
tion to the Irish in Amarica o come forward
with their money in defense of Irilsh na-
tionality ; and by way of enforcing h's appeal,
he declared that there were three hundred
thousand Irishmen in Ircland fully organized
armed and equipped for the fray. Some other
speaker, however, put the number much
lower; and In visw of these coniradictory
statements it s hard to ascertain what the
truth is.

The' first orator on the oeeas'on, howaver,
who took precedence even of (MM AMONY, was
Mr. Groran Fraxors TRAIN, whose utter-
ances are always full of sound and fury.
GEORGE was, as usval, very much down on
Great Britain, and pitehed into her Govern-
ment and people. Guorcr FrAN(IS, in one
of his wildest flights of fancy, exclaimed,
“England is' dying—let her die!” and a
little while after, he expressed his belief that
the bonds of the Irish Repubiic wers worth
more to-day than the bonds of Eagland!
This sort of romancing is not, we shonld
think, fitted to inspire much confidenco
and sympathy among rational persons in the
Fenian enterprise, thongh the employment
of GEorGm I'RANCIS TBATY was en-
tirely in  harmony with the gross want
of diseretion with which the Fenian
engineers of the movement in this country
have generally acted. If Irishmen here
choose, with their eyes opan, to give their
money into the keeping of the O'MAwoxys
and Ropkrrses and SWEENEYS, and take in
exchange for It the bonds of a republic
which bas no existence save in the heatsd im-
agination of eothusiasts, and which is not
iikely to have any other, they have a right to
g0 dispose of it; yet no sincere (riend of the
Irish citizens can witness without sorrow so
worse than wasteful a disposition of treasure
that might, if wisely directed and applied. be
made ipstrumental in dolng so0 much for the
real prosperity, hapoiness,and Independence of
the Fenlane on the other side of the ocean.

We have seid that, in our judement at
least, the present effort to emancipate Ireland
cannot possibly suceeed under such auspices
as now inspire and control it. And those
who, secretly knowing the desperate char-
acter of the enterprise, deliberately tell the
Irish people in America that the cause is cer-
tain of success, and only requires Irish money
and Irish soldiers, are guilty of a great wrong,
and are, Indeed, the foes and not the true
frlends of the Irish race. Mr. TgraIx
must have beem well aware that he
was merely asserting a huge hyperbole when
he said Iast night that President Jomxson
was a Head Centre of the Fenians, and that
Louis NaroLEoN was another. This may
have been very rhetorical and impressive, but
it was very leolish, as was the other sugges-
tion of the same brain, te wit, that the
American people should foster the cause of
Mr. 4 O'MAHONY, SIEVENS & Oom-
pany, by refusing to send any man to Con-
gress *who is not pledged to Irish nationality.”

In short, we are of the opinion that the
meeting last evening was altogether an ex-
ceedingly Hll-managed and, in some respects,
ridiculous affuir, and that itls fitted to hurt
much more than beneflt the Fenian movement.

Frorecrion vo Woor-@rowens —M-,
GrINNELL, of Jowa, In a very fine speeth
recently delivered In Congress, entered fully
into the pubject of the importance of the
growih and production of wool.

DARING ROBBERY IN A BANK.

A Pachage Containilng Over §l000
Suaichod frem the Teller's Dok inm
the Ereadwny Bank—-The Toatelf Ar-
rested aud the Money Recoverad,

Mr. Jameés Rowe, realdlog at No. 768 Th'rd
avenue, won' (o the Broadway Bank, situated on
the eorner of Broad way and Park place, yester-
day afternoon, about 8 o'clock, for the puroose
of making a deposit,  He carmed with him two
packages of United Siates Treasary and natioasl
currencs notes, coutuinme the som of $3747:22,

Alter renching the raegiving tuller's desk, Mr,
Rowe luid the pacsages on the ledge noar the
pigeon hole of the teller, and proceed to count

i money hefore hauding it over to toe clerk.
As he swood thus engtged he noticed a man
stavding nedr hvm, but presuming that it was
one of the bunk customers awaiting uis turn, he
tfook but shght heed to the circumstance’
Boarcely & minute, however, had elapsed when
Mr, Rowe felt some ono geptiy pushing an arm
vnder his own, and at the same time saw a hand
suddenly close upon one of the packages ol bills,
containing §2283°22, and quickly remove it from
ita resting pluce,

Before any attempt gould be made to sooure
the nadacious thief he had gaived the hall
leuging to the outer door, but before he got o
th~ entrance of the bank the owner ol the
stolen money caught him by the coat, just as
the robber was in the act of slipping the
coveted puvlm?v into the breast-pocket of his
cont. Seeing that he was fairly cangbt, the
thiet dropped the packaze ow the floor, and
with a desperate effort succeeded in bresking
from the grasp ol Mr, Rowe, and again started
for the door. A hue and cry, llowever, fol
lowed him, and he was lmmediately secured
by & number of citizens. chancing to pass the
bauk at the moment, and was brought back into
the bank,

He was then turned over to Officer Fountenoll,
of the Broadway squad, who conveved him to
the Toombs Police Court, before Justice Hogan,
On his arrival there the accused was immeds.
ately recognized as George Gurdoer slias “Doteh
Heinrich,” a well-known “grab thief,” who has
bern often arrsigoed on similur charges. ' Mr.
Rowe making the necessary affidaviy, the pri-
coner was committed for trinl without bail
Gardner i3 presumed 10 have iptended seiztn;
the entire sum in the possession of Mr, Rowe,

The prisoner was arresied a little over a year
ago on & charge of baving had & bund in the ab-
straetion of two bags of gold, containinz the
sum of $10,000, from the deck In the Bank of
Commerce, which robbery was etfected in
similar manner to the one now recorded. Ha
the gold was fonnd in Gardner's possession,
but he was released through the interposition uf
convsel and the restoration of the missine $5000.
Gardner wns subsequently arrested by the
police and sent to Philadelphia on a charee aof
nlculmi S6010 from o gentleman in that clty in B
somewhat similar manner. He managed o
escape convietion at that time apd was eer at
liberty, In the present instance, however, there
is no money to be restored, and it is llkufy that
h}h.e prisoner will not escape conviction.— N,

FRAUDS ON THE INTERNAL REVENUE,

Considerable excitement has for several days
prevailed among the lager beer manufacturen;
for the thirsty eouls of New York and Brooklen,
in consequence of rumors which have been cir-
culated that the returns of sales, npon whic
the taxes are collected, have been suspected by
the aseessors of inaccurscy. It I8 now un-
doubited, from recent discoverias, that extensive
frauds have beén committed upon the Govern-
ment, and the authorities are rmnarlng to in-
stitule a most searching and rigid inquiry. In
the First and Second Districts investigations are
being vigorously prosecuied, and in the latier
several haye been concluded, the faots establish-
Inf, beyond all possibility of mistake, that the
returns have been flagrantly incorrect.

The Becond Instrict embraces nearly all the
Brooklyn manuincturers, (wenty-four out of the
thirty lnger beer brewers being included nnder
ita supervision. Bome of these brewers have
large catablishments, selling in the summer ton
or twelve hundred barrels a month, bat the
sales of the greater number average only a hun-
dred, but sometimas dedcend as low as thirly
burrels & month.

Reply Before the Committes on
Law, aof Counclls, to the Remon-~
strance of the ﬁmon of Pro-
perty and Persons Engaged In
Business on Broad Btreet,
Against the BIill for the
emoval of the Rallroad
Tracks from the sald
Street and Im-
provements,

To the first cnuse of protest, viz,:—Becanse,
upon (ke petition of any ten citizens, owniug
property on Broad street, anywhers betwean
Germantown and Lengue Island, the clity ia
imperatively required 10 remove the ralls, we
snewer:—That In the B!l now before the com-

mittee and Cooneils, oe such petitton of ten
citizens Is required.
To the sccond cause of protest, viz.:<"la.

onuse the parties urging the pasange of this bl
are understood to be interected tm the
race-courto al the lower end of the clvy, and
in property far porth of the railrond trecks st
the upper end of the eity,” we answer:—That
the persons urging the recommeadation hy
Counclls of the enactment of thw bill intoa
Inw by tho Jegislature ave cllsens of Philp-
delphin, owners of property upon Broad sawl
olher streets, Interested alike in the business,
prosperily, and adornment ol the  olty, and
whote numes will pot sufier by any compari-
son with those ol the remonstraats, Delicy-
ing that the business weerriod on in Broad
stroet by such of the remonstranta as requirsd
switches into the premises owned or ranied
by them might be dune as sugsessfully for
themselves, and  certainly with more advand
tage to the city, uppn Penuaslyania avenue,
Willow street, Market strect, Primo stroet,
and Ninth sircet, and on the weat sideol the
Schuylkill river, they also felt thal thers was
but one such avenue in the city as Broad
street, and that i1t ought without hesitation to be
cheerfully given up by the ratlroad companies
for improvement, and their ralls removed for
the Benefit, wse, and enjoyiment of this entire
community, whose vngrudging hands had ace
corded to them ko many valnable rights and
privileges upon other thoroushfares. = Of the
scopo and advantage of Broad street fof
improvement by the ercction of publie bulld-
imge, private residences, aud for slores fop
business purposes, each citizen may judge fop
himself. Of the advantaze and profit therehy
to the city, by & weneral enhancement
of the value of properiy along Its most cen
teal portion and contiruous thereto, we may
safely trust to the integziity and candor of Coun-
cile, whese duty and wish it is to lezislate for the
general vood, and whether the removal ef the
railroad tracks und other obatrnctions therefrom
would secure such increase of value of property
und consequent profit to the ecity is scarcely to
be doubtsd. The motives which have influenced
our action in behalf of the blll before Counclld
may be best inferred from the manner in
which 1t has been introduced to your atien:
tion—full publicity has been given and desired,
and the commitiee well know that all surges-
\ions made in a spirit of falrocas and accord
with the objects to be atiained, have been wils
lingly adopted. And it is with no little regrot
that we find among the remonstrants names of
gome gentlemen and firms, whose wellknown
iiberality, public apirit, and pride in all othe

measures promotive of the advantaze and adora

ment of the oity, should in this most laudablé
and popular énterpriie beé uded for its defeat
rather than its encouragement,

The removal of the rails Irom Broad slreet ig
not a new matier, Fablie attention has for years
been enlled to it, and Its approval given. It had
spoken tbrough the Select and Common Coun-
cils, who, in 1868, passed an ordinance, still uns
repealed, for the removal of the City Railroad
tracks. The spivit of opposition which then
resisted the enforcement of the ordinance, and
suecceeded by a decision of & bure majority of the
Judges of the Supreme Court, to which it ap
pealed, is still unwilling to permit the city and
the people to sccomplich the end, when It is
proposed to be mzcomplished In the manner in
dicated by the court, viz., by compensation for
the appropriation of their easements, eto.—com.
pensation which, by the terms of the bill before
you, & to be made by the contributions of pri
vate citizens, And until that is so made the
rails must still remain upon the stecot. 1t might
not be amisz for the remousirants to examine
the clnsg of the lmprovements om the street
below and above the railroad tracks, and comi
pare them with those between Prime street and
Willow; certainly no betier evidemes, we think,
exlsts to prove the necessity for and propriety
of the removal of the cause of this difference in
valuse and appearance. The witnesses are mute,

To the fonrth—'There in the high#st sutho-
rity for asserling thet the proposzed ordinance,
it passed, would be illegal,” we answer:—Thnt
if an ordinance it conld not be enforced for the
removal of the City Rallroad from Vine to
Bouth streots, or below; but under the deoision
of Lo Supremo Court in the cass of Kerbaugh
and Branson and the Bouthwark Reflroad (11
Wright's Reports), an ordinance requiring the
1emoval of all swirches from the matn tiack
upon the strect inlo Lthe cosl yards and wa-<e-
houses of the romoysteants could be enforsod
whenever enacted. And the same ordinaass
could require the connection of the Soath-
wark Road with the Qity Road at South sieeet
to be severed, Thus Connclls possesa the
power, whenever they may choose o exerclje
it, of rendering the conliyards and warchousss
on Broad strect more productive of revenue to
ita treasury than now, and the msin traclks
practically wseless—lenving rust sod decay
to effect what the ordinnnce of 1568 failed o
do, We frecly acknowladge the hardship and
inconvenience which some of the romonstrants
wounld suffer from any hasty or unrea.onably
short action under the bill in removing the rails
and interfering with their business bafore looe-
tions could be obtamod elsewhere, Counsils
have not sbused thelr power thus far, and if
animated by the spirit which enacted tha ordi-
nance of 1863, should in=ist apon the romon-
gtrants indicating say one or at most {wo years
to be given them beafore tha rails ba removed.
Certaruly, if they are noé prepared to make any
falr and ceneiliatory snggestions not Injurious
to the purpose of the bill, they, so few in num-
ber, should not be longer permitted to stand in
the way of the wishes of the whel® ceommunity,
of the best interests of the cily, and of the anx-
ious desire of hundreds ol their meighbors to
enjcy and profit by the removal of a puisandge
which has depreciated thewr property and been
a source of great poreonal discomfort, However,
this is not a “‘proposed ordinance,” but a pro-
posed act of tho Leglslature, for which the ap-
proval of Conncils is asked, It is submitted that
if the law be passed IL will be able t5 accomplish
what it proposes,

To the fitth—“The expense of the proposed
removal, if made, will be enormous, and that
it 1s not right to place i the hands of any ten
men that can be found intercsted in soburban
property on Droad street, the power of com-
pelling the city to incur uch expense for thefr
private advantage,” we anawer:—The expense to

the eity may at bestbe the cost of macadamizing .

or ilmproving the intersect'on ol streets, only a

pottion of which need be done. say twenty-five

or thirty feet of the cemire, no sueli provision of
ten men having the power to compel. the city to
incur expense exists in the proposed act,

To the sixth—That their property will be de-
creased in value by the removal of the railroads
and tracks, and the consequent removal of
business fifrom the stroet,” we answer:—Thut
this iz only the opiniomn of the remonsirants,
sincere, it may be; but have fiftcen owners,
with the ald of seventy-one tenants, the right,
from mere apprehension of snch raesults, th
